Communism, Count Dalla Torre 
asserted, “has never renounced its 
atheistic and materialistic prem- 
ises. In the USSR, despite agree- 
ment with the Greek Orthodox 
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in the Bolshevik revolution. They 
are facing political and economic 
difficulties and any flare-up of re- 
ligious clashes would further in- 
tensify these difficulties by arous- 
ing the antagonism of the faith- 
ful, 

“These governments. therefore 
plan to take their time. Their stra- 
tegy is to convince the religious 
conscience, reared in the old 
faith, that religion and communism 
can live together—without  re- 
nouncing the communist aim of 
building a future anti-religious 
society. 

“This scheme can be carried out 
far more easily and with less dan- 
ger to communist purposes because 
religion, like everything else, ‘is 
now subordinated to the state. All 
the denominations and their 
clergy are subjects of the state. 
They thus must accept the direct 
control of the government though 
its Ministry of Religion. These 
conditions cannot be accepted by 
the Catholic Church—not because 
of its particular interests but be- 
cause they violate the very foun- 
dations of the Church’s existence.” 

“The Catholic Church has never 
accepted and cannot accept the 
subordination to the state of re- 
ligion and of human conscience,” 
Count Dalla Torre went ‘on. ,“The 
Church thinks that collaboration 
between the religious and secular 
powers is the most just and the 
most beneficial system, because 
Christianity is not only a religion 
but also a civilization, and relig- 
ion in itself is not exclusively ‘an 
individual but alsa,a “social phe- 
nomenon, : 

“But if there must be a separa- 
tion between temporal and spirit- 
ual authority, the reciprocal inde- 
pendence and freedom of the state

In the fall of 1937 a frame struc- 
ture, hitherto used as a gymnasium 
for Morton School, was purchased 
and moved to the donated property. 
On March 17, 1988, a group of men 
began excavating for the basement 
and foundation walls. -Men of the 
parish donated most of the labor 
expended on the new church. The 
frame building was enlarged and 
veneered with brick and treated on 
the interior so as to produce a beau- 
tiful church. The church was ded- 
icated by Bishop Noll on povember 
6, 1938. 

Having no parish residence, Fa- 
ther Reinig lived at St. Ann’s Home 
on Columbia Avenue in Hammond, 
from January 1937 until October

chased some distance from the 
church property. This house served 
as a rectory until 1940 when it was 
sold and another was purchased ad- 
jacent to the Church. 

Scarcely had the church been ded- 
icated when a noticeable increase in 
the congregation necessistated the 
securing of another priest to offer 
a third Mass on Sundays. Priests 
from Catholic Central High School 
in Hammond gladly accepted Fath- 
er Reinig’s request for an extra 
Mass. A year passed and four 
Masses were necessary on Stnday. 

Realizing a new school was nec- 
essary in the distant future, Fath- 
er Reinig began purchasing more 
property for the expansion of the 
parish. In 1941, two 66 foot lots 
lying contiguous to the church 
property in the rear were purchas- 
ed for future playground needs. 
In 1943, a house and lot imme- 
diately south of the church prop- 
erty were purchased. The services 
of two Sisters of the Order of Poor 
Handmaids of Jesus Christ were 
abtained. The house purchased in 
1943 was converted into a tempor- 
ary convent. The Sisters came in 
September, 1943, and began teach- 
ing the children of the parish who 
were attending public school, 

In 1945, the need for a new par- 
ochial school was very evident. In 
March, 1945,,a house and two 66 
foot lots contiguous to the Church 
property facing Arizona Avenue 
were purchased. The parish now 
owned more than 400 feet of front- 
age on Arizona Avenue. Simul- 
taneously the services of a regis- 
tered architect were obtained to 
sketch plans for the future school 
and convent. 


The continual and rapid growth 
of the parish required the services 
of two extra priests on Sunday, 
since March, 1945. In February, 
1946, Father Reinig asked Bishop 
Noll to appoint a full time assist- 
ant to the parish. In the follow- 
ing June appointments, the first 
assistant appointed to the parish 
was the Rev. Ambrose Switzer, who 
was returning to parish work after 
serving “as a Chaplain in World 
War IJ. He served the parish a 
year and was then appointed first 
Pastor of the newly established 
parish in Hebron. 

In July 1947, the Rev. A. 3 
Suelzer was transferred from St. 
Vincent, Elkhart, to serve as as- 
sistant to Father Reinig.

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In the early months of 1948 dis- 
cussion concerning a new combina- 
tion Church-School came to a head. 
The parish building committee, 
composed of Joseph Artim, Ralph 
Artim, Frank Echterling, Edward 
Dowling, Michael Stankovic, 
Charles Saffer, Charles Peters, 
Herbert Austgen, and Father Rein- 
ig met with George S. Smith the 
registered Chicago architect, whose 
services were first obtained in 
March, 1945. Mr. Smith was com- 
missioned to design a-building that 
would meet parish needs. After 


i'many conferences With the com- 


mittee, Mr. Smith prepared the 
lans and specifications for the new 
fetidine. In the summer of 1945 
bids on the construction of the new 
building were received, and the con- 
tract was let to Leo Reuth & Sons, 
a company that had an interest in 
the parish inasmuch as one of the 
sons was a member. Ground was 
broken in August, 1949. On Novem- 
ber 14, 1948, the Very Rev Mon- 
signor Charles J. Feltes, Chancel- 
lor of the Diocese of Fort Wayne, 
laid the corner stone. The sermon 
for the occasion was preached by 
the Rev. John Beckman, Pastor of 
St. Ann’s in nearby Black Oak. 

Favored by mild weather, work- 
men were able to procede steadily 
throughout the winter months. In 
the Spring and Summer the tempo 
of the work was stepped up, and on 
August 4, 1949, members of the 
parish assembled in the new build- 
ing for Sunday Mass, a year after 
ground had been broken for the 
building. 

Four classrooms were then com-

Like the pagans, they know 
very little about the Catholic Church, but, unlike the 
pagans, they have been indoetrinated with anti-Catholicism, 
rendering them, in large ‘numbers, more hostile than the 
pagans. 

Not all Americans have been so indoctrinated. Young 
and middle age Americans who have never belonged to any 
religious organization, who have never read anti-Catholic 
books, who, in-other words, have never been poisoned against 
Catholics, are quite friendly, and if they were to affiliate 
with any religious body, their choice woyld be the Catholic. 

Your efforts at convert-making will not be very fruitful 
unless you pray for the gift of faith in behalf of the ones 
in whom you are interested.

Dear Readers: 


AST week we called attention to the need 
of frequent and strong reminders to all 
the world that peace is not in the offing as 
long as the world remains detached from 
God or lives in defiance of Him.

E. Sokolsky declared that ‘the one thing 
needed in the world today is “moral leader- 
ship,” and, like ourselves, he observed with 
great pity that it is lacking.

There have been similar eras in hu- 
man history, but always one heard a 
voice, even a thin one, cautioning man 
that the way to peace is not in diplo- 
macy, but in morality; that man never 
rises higher or even as high as his moral 
assumptions.

Such a voice is not yet heard in our 
generation ...In our own country there 
are those who think that money will 
solve all problems and that all we need 
to do is to subsidize the “right”~ person. 
As it would involve a loss of face to sub- 
sidize Chiang Kai-shek, why not subsi- 
dize Hu Shih or T. W. Soong, or some- 
body else, equally unfit? It is improvisa- 
tion without a program and will not 
achieve a century of peace because it is 
not based upon moral considerations, but 
only upon the necessities of the moment.

Church Existed Before 
The Bible And Is Its 
Historical Custodian 


THE purpose of the Incarnation of the Son of God was to 

make an infinite atonement to the offended majesty of 
God. But it was also to teach man aright about God, about 
his destiny and the way to eternal happiness, and to leave 
on earth means for the sanctification of man. 

All Christian religions teach that every man will owe 
his eternal salvation primarily to the merits of Christ. 

All Christians also believe that Christ taught on earth 
for three years, that He instituted a new religion to super- 
sede the Law of Moses, and that He made arrangements 
for the perpetuation of His teaching. However, Protestants 
and Catholics do not hold to the same theory concerning the 
method of learhing with accuracy what Christ did teach. 
They differ concerning the Rule of Faith. Protestants hold 
that the Savior provided the world with a Book, from which 
every sincere person may learn the truth. The Catholic 
Church, while emphasizing the inspiration and even the in- 
fallibility of this Book, holds that Christ instituted a visible 
organization or Church, which, as a living organism, would 
endure through the centuries, and which would be the 
custodian and interpreter of this Book. 

Let us apply philosophical logic to the Protestant and 
Catholic Rule of Faith and bear in mind that we are not to 
consider what Christ might have done, or what we wish 
He had done, but what He actually did do. He did not write 
the Bible. He did not instruct His Apostles to write. He 
did not tell anyone that the New Testament would be writ- 
ten, and that it would be the text book of His religion. 

Only six of the Apostles did write. The first converts 
were received into the Church before there was a word of 
the New Testament written. Thousands of most earnest 
Christians lived and died before the New Testament was

flow, together let’s review the 
basic facts behind the Trinity. It 
shall be to our advantage, for 
thoughtfulness is indeed the parent 
of prayerfulness. Now you and I 
look about us and, by Faith and 
reason, we size up the plan of 
existence as consisting of created 
things and an intelligent Creator. 
We further recognize, in: looking 
at creatures, one who is especially 
ifted, who, though he is material 
like all else of the Creator’s manu- 
facture, yet is only partly so. For 
this creature, Man, that is you and 
I, has a spiritual element which 
is recognized as God’s image. What 
is God like? He is a pure Spirit, 
composed of an intellect and a 
will; and we, fashioned after His 
image, share in the possession of 
an intellect and a will—an im-

powers, our use of them should be 
modelled after God’s use of them.

For He is perfect truth and per- 
fect goodness, and, therefore, the 
only adequate object of His know- 
ing and loving. God thus com- 
pletely fulfills and satisfies - His 
nature and possesses complete hap- 
piness. This activity within God, 
is called the inner-life of God; the 
inner-life of man should be the 
image of the inner-life of God. 
That is, we should use our intel- 
lect and will in knowing and lov- 
ing God in Himself and in others 
as our primary work in life; thus 
we may satisfy the needs of a soul, 
which is God’s image, and find hap- 
piness, St. Augustine was most 
wise in his remark, “Thou hast 
made us for Thyself, O God, and’ 
our hearts are restless until they 
rest in Thee.” This fact is dressed 
in powerful expression by Francis 
Thompson in his poem, “The Hound 
of Heaven.” 


The most perfect expression of 
the inner-life of God is the mys- 
tery of the Most Holy Trinity. God, 
by nature, One, is, in the act of 
knowing and loving Himself, by 
personality, Three. Consider that, 
in the inner-life of God, God first 
knews Himself and the expression 
of this knowledge is the idea, or 
the Word, Who is God, the Son, 
begotten in the intellect of God the 
Father. God secondly loves Him- 
self or His knowledge of Himself, 
which is God the Son; the expres- 
sion of the love of God the Fa- 
ther for God the Son is God the 
Holy Spirit. By virtue of the in- 
ner-life of God, His one divine 
nature is possessed equally by 
three divine persons. The model 
of all Christians is the mystery 
of the Most Holy Trinity; the early 
Christians lived the model and we. 
cannot remember too frequently 
what the world said, “See how 
these Christians seek to know and 
love God, in Himself, in each other 
and in all creation.” We as Cath- 
olics live, “in the Name of the Fa- 
ther, and of the Son, and of the 
Holy Ghost.”

Now there is talk of still another war. You cannot pick 


who believe that another war 
gill be the last, for man has now 
digeovered the terrifying Atom 
Bomb; he has unleashed a power 
which can destroy all men. 
Man today is supposed to be 
more civilized than_ ever before, 
hut is he really? His inventions 
and progress have only served to 
make wars more terrible and cause 
unhappiness to fill the world. In 
this modern, up-to-date twentieth 
there is more real suffer- 
ing in the world than ever before 
in history. 

But we cannot blame our mach- 
ines for war, for man makes war. 
And yet all men protest they want 
peace. With Patrick Henry men 
ery, “Peace! Peace! But there is 
no peace.’ What, then, is wrong? 


It is this. Men want peace, but 
they. will do nothing to secure 
peace. If you were asked if you 
wanted peace in the world, you 
would unhesitatingly reply, “Yes, 
I want peace more than anything 
else; peace on earth so that my 
children and their children will not 
have to fight, will be able to live 
full and happy lives.” 

That is what you say. That is 
what we all say. We wish for 
peace, but do we do anything about 
it?

St. Augustine fought ~ these 
heresies by. many writings and is 
to be credited with having brought 
them to an end. 


But the Church was destroyed 
chiefly by invasion. In the year 
421 Africa was invaded by the 
Vandals, who were Arians attack- 
ing the very foundation of the 
Church, namely, the divinity of 
Christ. This heresy long con- 
tinued and the disunity which it 
provoked lasted until late in the 
sixth century. Then in _ the 
seventh century the Arabs invaded 
North Africa and captured Carth- 
age. They were as bitterly anti- 
Christian as were the pagan 
Roman Emperors, but were more 
insistent in replacing the Church 
than were the Emperors. 


Before St. Augustine’s time St. 
Cyprian, also one of the early 
Christian writers, and martyrs, 
was Bishop of Carthage. There 
too was also Tertullian, not a pre- 
late, but a brilliant defender of 
the Christian faith.

and assisted by pro-Communist 
orces in France and the United 

tates. 

Ireland is a Catholic country, 
and there is no Communism there. 
Belgium is a Catholic country, and 
Communism has never been a men- 
ace there. Portugal is a Catholic 
country and is free from Commu- 
nism. Austria and Hungary are 
chiefly Catholic countries and 
Communism suffered its very first 
defeat there back in 1922. 

If the Communistic forces are 


strong in Italy and France, it is} 


because these countries were gov- 
erned, over a long period of time, 
by members of the Grand Orient, 
which is profegsedly atheistic and 
anti-religious. Their forces were 
uick to join the atheistic force of 


mmunism both after World War | 


I and after World War II. 

An even more important point is 
overlooked by Oxnam. The Scan- 
dinavian cquntries which he claims 
were not seriously touched by 
Communism, such as Sweden, Nor- 
way, Denmark, Holland, were not 
in either of these two World Wars 
while Italy and France were in- 
volved in both. Communism has 
its best opportunity to succeed 
after a war, when the people are 
destitute, confused, unemployed 
and when there is no stable gov- 
ernment, 

England, which he _ includes 
among the Protestant countries, 
has certainly had plenty of Com- 
munist s a ores and they 
and the [Boe lists have certainly 
crippled the Protestant religion in 
that country.

not adore them as we-adore God, 
because they are finite beings. 
That is, angels were created by 
God just as we were. They are 
spirits and are immortals like 
our souls, but their existence de- 
pends on the original goodness of 
God. Since they have duties which 
bring them so close to God in 
Heaven, does it not seem proper 
that we should pray to them for 
help? 


Each His Own . 


A few of the angels are known 
to us by name, and each of us 
has his own guardan angel. Gab- 
riel, Michael and Raphael are the 
ones mentioned in Scripture—plus 
Lucifer, who probably committed 
the great sin of pride and was 
then vanquished in a fierce battle 
by Michael. The Jewish writings 
recognize other named angels, and 
in “Paradise Lost,” John Milton 
gave names to many others. 


But Gabriel, Michael and Raph- 
ael we know from inspired writ- 
ings. Gabriel made four definite 
appearances to man. Two of these 
were in the Old Testament, and 
two in the New Testament. Gab- 
riel foretold to Zachary the birth 
of John and to Mary the birth of 
Christ. Gabriel is also credited in 
tradition as being the angel who 
appeared to Saint Joseph, to the 
field and to Christ in the garden. 
He is the one who is going to blow 
the trumpet on the Last Day. 

The namé of Michael was the 
war-cry of the good angels in the 
battle against Satan. We read of 
this fierce struggle in the Apocaly- 
pse. He appears four times in 
Scripture, and has four traditional 
offices: to fight against Satan, to 
rescue the souls of the faithful 
from the devil, especially at the 
hour of death, to serve as the 
champion of God’s people (who 
were the Jews in the Old Testa- 
ment and the Christians in the 
New Testament), and to call men 
from earth and bring them to 
judgment.’ 


Michael is the best known of 
the angels. He often appears in 
art with his familar banner and 
sword, and with the dragon he 
defeated in combat. Russell Jan- 
ney gives a delightful picture of

The Chosen, A Novel, by Rev. E. 
J. Edwards, Longmanns, Green and 
Co., N. Y., 1949, pp. 280. $3.00. 


HE CHOSEN is a novel about 


seminaries and seminarians: a 
difficult subject, most priests will 
agree, but a fascinating one, which 
Fr. Edwards has handled not al- 
together successfully. What makes 
it difficult is chiefly the necessity 
of making it come alive, the prob- 
lem of getting it to ring true. It 
would be so easy to descend to 
pious generalities, or to present 
mere puppets who act out a theolo- 
gical thesis. 

_ Probably” the book should be 
judged from two points of view: 
that of the priest and that of the 
layman. Priests who pick up The 
Chosen will measure it against the 
background of their own exper- 
lences, test it in the light of the 
dear old days of long ago, days 
which have already become half 
legendary to them, viewed in the 
mists of mellowing time. They will 
not find it altogether: satisfactory. 
But they should remember that it 
is labeled “a novel” and allow the 
author the freedom of fictionaliz- 
ing.

Remember the pool of Beth- 
saida, where the sick and the crip- 
pled waited to be the first to reach 
the water when the pool was dis- 
turbed? The story is in John, 
where it is reported that an “angel 
of the Lord used to come down at 
certain times into the pool.” We 
don’t know for sure, but that angel 
may well have been Raphael. 


Briefly, eur three angels are 
known in this fashion, and these 
are the days we celebrate their 
feasts: 

Michael—the warrior for God, 
September 29th 

Gabriel—the messenger to men, 
March 24th 

Raphael—the 
October 24th 

Each of us has a guardian angel 
of our own, who watches over us 
and can be a source of inspiration 
and strength. Jesus Himself men- 
tiohed guardian angels in Mat- 
thew, when, speaking of little chil- 
dren, He said, “Their angels in 
heaven always behold the face of 
My Father.” The Feast of the 
Guardian Angels is celebrated on 
October 2nd. 

Most of us know that we have 
a guardian angel. What is not so 
widely known is that God has ap- 
pointed angels to watch over 
specific countries, too. God gave 
a guardian spirit to the Israelites 
as they passed through the des- 
ert. Daniel had a vision in which 
Michael fought two angels who 
were called Princes of the Per- 
sians and Greeks. Not just good 
people and good countries have 
guardian angels; as the Catholic 
Almanac says, “It seems probable 
that everyone, sinners and infidels 
included, has his own particular 
guardian.” 

There are nine orders or choirs 
of angels: Angels, Archangels, 
Virtues, Powers, Principalities, 
Dominations, Thrones, 
and Seraphim. However, it must 
be remembered that Heaven is not 
governed by earthly rules of dis- 
tinction and. privilege. The nine 
ranks of angels are based on their 
duties, not on honor or privilege. 

In the Psalms we réad about 
the lowest choir, the guardian 
angels. “For He has given His 
angels charge over thee: lest thou 
dash they foot against a stone.” 
Archangels convey to men the 
messages of God, and are repre- 
sented by Gabriel, Michael and 


guide of men, 


Raphael. Principalities act as 
heavenly rulers of nations, while 
Powers are special guardians 


against demons and Virtues are 
God’s instruments in working mir- 
acles. Dominations are intermedi- 
aries between the heavenly court 
(the four highest choirs of an- 
gels) and the others, or adminis- 
ering angels. Thrones are elevat- 
ed and God dwells in them in.a 
special way. Cherubim are known 
for the fulness of their knowledge 
and after Adam’s fall they were 
sent to guard the way to the tree 
of life. Seraphim are identified 
by their burning leve, and are 
hence considered to be the closest 
to God. 

Judaism has some _ very 
entertaining ideas about angels. 
(Yes, Jews and Mohammedans be- 
lieved in angels, too.) In Judaism, 
the essence of angels is supposed 
to be fire, and they sustain them- 
selves on fire. It is their fiery 
breath, according to this idea, 
which consumes men. One tradi- 
tion of the Jews has it that each 
angel is one-third the size of a 
world, and an angel’s hand reach- 
es from heaven to earth. Their 
food is supposed to be manna, 
which Adam and Eve ate before 
they committed that first sin. It 
is even said that the angels wor- 
shipped Adam because he was 
made in the image of God. (In our 
own Psalms we read that “Thou 
hast made him (man) a little less 
than the angels.”) 

Angels are spiritual beings and 
hence have no qualities that we 
ordinarily think of as human, On 
occasion, they do assume human 
forms and come to earth to car- 
ry out God’s directions. I find no 
evidence that any of these angels 
were anything but men. Certainly 
the angel who. slew 185,000 As- 
syrians in the Book of Kings must 
have taken the form of a power- 
ful man. The ladies, therefore, 
may take comfort in the Jewish 
tradition that two angels were 
expelled from Heaven for reveal- 
ing ahead of time that Sodom 
was going to be destroyed. No

We honor them 
as saints, and we have special 
feast days for them. They “stand 
before the face of God” and they 
must certainly be close to His 
great divine: heart. Entrust your 
most urgent needs .to them, the 
angels of Heaven.

| Was There 2 


I was at the Notre Dame- 
Washington contest. To me, 
watching the game from the 
press box, it seemed like a clean 
ball game, despite the numerous 
penalties meted out by the offi- 
cials.

They 
drew the conclusion that the Notre 
Damers had been guilty of dirty 
play. There were more than a few 
boos sent in the direction of the 
boys wearing the green shirts. 

Coach Leahy had seen the game. 
He knew those boos were not war- 
ranted. Add the fact that the game 
officials had witnessed the showing 
of the films of the 1948 game in 
the company of the Washington 
coaches, just a few hours before 
the game, and you begin to under- 
stand Leahy’s stand.

This is evidence, strong and con-

are discovering in the Episcopal 
Church the happy and true syn- 
thesis of Catholic history, faith and 
order, with Protestant freedom.” 

This seemingly means that the 
Episcopalian Church holds a middle 
place between the Catholic and the 
Protestant, but that cannot be. If 
the Episcopal Church claims to 
have the Catholic “faith,” then its 
members cannot have freedom to 
believe as they please. They must 


all those who lived in what today 
is known as the “Golden Age of 
Christianity” did not receive their 
faith from the Bible. 


The art of printing was not in- 
vented until the fifteenth century; 
paper was not perfected until the 
thirteenth. Therefore, not until 
the whole western world was 
Christian for centuries, not until 
after Christianity had its greatest 
saiats and apostles, was it even 
possible for people to have a copy 
of the Bible in their homes. Is it 
reasonable to believe that Christ 
would make a knowledge of His 
faith dependent on an invention 
which would not be made for long 
centuries after He returned to 
Heaven? 


The Protestant Rule of Faith is, 
o say the least, not the historical 
rule of faith. This alone would be 
a powerful argument against it, 
because the Christian Church 
could not have been wrong all the 
time. 


Defends Scriptures 


We repeat that the Catholic 
Church believes in the inspiration 
of the Holy Scriptures, and de- 
fends this tenet more boldly, more 
uncompromisingly than any other 
Church. But she also holds, and if 
you will think only for a moment 
you will agree with her, that an 
authoritative voice was necessary 
even to prove the reliability of the 
Scriptures. No book is its own wit- 
ness; some outside authority must 
bear witness to it. 

At the time the Canon of the 
Scriptures was settled in the 
fourth century, many other writ- 
ings of apostles were believed to 
have been written under inspira- 
tion, but they were not inserted in 
the Canon. It was a Council of 
the Catholic Church in France in 
the late fourth century which ex- 
amined all writings regarded as 
inspired and selected those now 
contained in the New Testament 
Canon. The same authority which 
selected these rejected others, and 
there isn’t a man in the world who 
could prove that the present New 
Testament is the word of God in 
any other way than to say “the 
Catholic Church said so 1500 years 
ago.” 

There is-no way of comparing 
the present day versions of the 
Bible with the original manuscripts 
because they are no longer in ex- 
istence. e oldest manuscript 


believe according to that faith, 
if it was divinely revealed. 


Catholics believe that they have 
more freedom than Protestants. 
According to Christ’s own words: 


“You shall know the truth and the. \ 


truth shall make you free.” 


We have freedom of the mind 
only when we adhere to the truth; 
if we do not adhere to the truth 
we are controlled by error, and 
error enslaves. P have free- 
dom of action in all things which 
are not in conflict with the Com- 
mandments of God, or with defi- 
nite prescriptiens promulgated ‘by 
Christ. : 


A Christian is supposed to be a 
“follower of Christ” and, as such, 
must conform his life and conduct 
to Christ’s requirements. Every 
Protestant must do that. Catholics 
are as free as Protestants in other 
respects. In fact they regard 
themselves as the freest of people, 
_ as they are the happiest peo- 
ple. 


They regard church-going as an 
act of pure worship, and not as a 
social affair. If they do not mingle 
with other worshipers during and 
after services, they feel that they 
have still fulfilled their obligation 
of public worship. Rich arid poor, 
prominent and common people, will 
be found in every Catholic congre- 
gation, and théy are all present at 
Mass for the same purpose, to par- 
ticipate in an act of infinite wor- 
ship to God. 


In cities there is not merely one 
Catholic Sunday morning service, 
but from four to eight, and, there- 
fore, the Masses are so close to- 
gether that there is no opportunity 
for the people to mingle sociall 
on those occasions. But the churc 
itself should not be used for that, 
because Catholics believe that they 
have in their church the actual 
presence of Christ, which calls for 
reverence and silence, 


We shall not go into the matter 
whether the Episcopalians have 
actually the same “faith” and 
“order” as the Catholic. Even the 
High Church does not recognize 
the Supreme Authority in the 
Church established by Christ Him- 
self, and the Sacrament of Orders 
requires Apostolic succession, 
which it would be very difficult 
for the Episcopalians to prove they 
have. Even the Orthodox Churches 
deny Apostolic succession to any 
but the Catholic Church and their 
own.

Paris—(NC)—Enthroned as the 


new Archbishop of Paris in throng- 
ed Notre Dame Cathedral, Arch- 


bishop Maurice Feltin declared that 


“the Church has never and shall 


never renounce her right to teach.” 


The successor to the late Cardin- 
al Suhard and former Archbishop 
of Bordeaux was enthroned at a 
magnificent ceremony, which was 
attended by many other prelates, 
including His Eminence Francis 
Cardinal Spellman, Archbishop of 
New York, government officials and 
leaders of other faiths. 


Frankly discussing the problem 
of freedom of education, which 
recent events have more than ever 


made a primary concern of French 
Catholics, Archbishop Feltin said. 


“The Church has never and shall 
never renounce her right to teach. 
We value this freedom as the apple 
of our eye. It is a serious and 
complex problem, but we hope that 
some day soon a solution will be 
found which will not place a bur- 
den on the budgets of Catholies in 
order for them to exercise this 
essential freedom. 


“We come to Paris with a deep 
desire for social peace, above and 
beyond all parties. With respect 
for the established regime, we are 
always ready to render unto Caesar 
the things that are his, but we are 
equally ready to demand that 
Caesar render to God what belongs 
to God.” 


After stating his Intention of 
continuing the policies of his five 
immediate predecessors, Cardinals 
Richard, Amette, Dubois, Verdier 
and Suhard, he said he looked far- 
ward with resolution to the task 
that he was about to assume—the 
evangelization of Paris. He said: 


“Before this overwhelming spec- 
tacle, in which the cause of Go 
Savior of mankind, is confront 
by the cause of man deified, who 
wants to do without God, we have 
made our choice: we will follow 
the trial blazed by our predeces- 
sors; that is to say, the ever more 
intensive evangelization of the 
people of our archdiocese so that 
the thousand-year-old pact between 
the people and the Church may be 
reestablished.” 


Thousands in front of the cathe- 
dral cheered the Archbishop as he 
arrived with Cardinal Spellman, 
Archbishop Angelo G. Roncalli, 
Papal Nuncio to France, and others. 
Also attending the ceremony be- 
sides representatives of the govern- 
ment were the Rev. Mare Boegner, 
president of the Protestant Feder- 
ation; the Grand Rabbi of France;

ner Moore, former member of the 
Benedictine Order, former head of 
the department of psychology at 
the Catholic University of Amer- 
ica and author of a number of 
volumes on mental therapy. 


His new name as a Carthusian is 
Father Paul. However, when he 
signed his profession of vows he 
did not set down his name but only 
@ cross to indicate, according to 
Carthusian custom, that he is now 
dead to the world. 


Father Moore entered the Car- 
thusian monastery in the summer 
of 1947 while on a leave of absence 
from the Catholic University to 


versity of Madrid. After four 
months of probation he received the 
habit of a Carthusian novice, and 
was professed after completing two 
years of noviceship. 


The profession ceremony was 
carried out according to the im- 
pressive Carthusian ritual. At 
dawn the monks, led by the super- 
ior, entered the chapter hall of 
the monastery. The 71-year-old 
novice knelt before them and 
asked: “I implore for the love of 
God to be admitted as the humblest 
servant of all.” 

The prior, the Rev. Agustin 
Maria Hospital de la Puebla, then 
delivered a sermon on the out- 
standing virtues of the Carthusian 
order: solitude and silence. * 


At the offertory of the convent 
Mass, Father Moore approached the 
altar and three times repeated the 
prayer: “Protect me, 0 Lord, ac- 
cording to Thy promise; make me 
live and never let me be frustrated 
in my hope.” He then returned 

the altar and asked each of 
the monks: “Pray for me, Father!” 


He then took his vows promising 

“nerseverence, obedience and the 
conversion of my ways before God 
and His saints. 
In his unusual religious career 
Father Moore was ordained a dio- 
cesan priest in 1901, became a 
Benedictine monk in 1923, and now, 
26 years later, has vowed himsel 
to a life in one of the strictest 
monastic orders in the Church. 

Born in Louisville, Ky., in 1877, 
Father Moore obtained a doctorate 
in philosophy from the Catholic 
University in 1903; stadied at the 
University of Leipzig in 1904-05, 
Georgetown University in 1912-
